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THE ECLIPSE. 


Great Interest Manifested in 
| the Event. 


Crowds on the Streets Looking 
Through Smokei Glass. 


Observations at the University, Nor- 
mal and High Schools. 


The Moon's Shadow Aboat Eighty Miles Broad— 
Its Course Southwest to Northeast—Forth- 
coming Eciipse of the Moon— 

Scenes and Incidents. 


The total eclipse has come and gone, and 
its reception by the public has been ofa 
most enthusiastic nature. All along the 
streets men stood du oy its progress, with 
little pieces of smoked glass, and waiched 
the phenomenon with great interest. Men 
went around selling littie squares of smoked 
giass at 10 cents, which, as the eclipse 
passed to its final phases, dropped in price 
to a nickel. 

The man with the big telescope was on 
the street, and took in a great many 
dimes from tne amateur astronomers, who 
flocked around him. At the middie of the 
eclipse they stood in line, waiting their turn 
to “luk tro’ de machine.“ Everyone, of 
whatever degree, seemed attracted by the 
eng sparen and displayed much vague in- 

rest in what was going on. 

At the University, the Normal School 
and High Sehool observations were taken 
with instruments, and the times of contact 
taken. Photographs also were taken of the 
different phases, These observations have 
little scientific value, as only when the 
eclipse is total canit be timed exactly 
enough for the purposes of calculation. 
Photographs of the corona, etc., can only be 
taken when the sun is completely hidden. 

Nevertheless, it was a way gvod-s) 
eclipse, even here. Ten igits out of 
tweive, or five-sixths of the sun’s surface, 
was hidden, White it did not make it 
necessary, by any means, to light the gas, 
nor were any stars visible, yet it gave a 
very good idea of how indispensable the 
sun is to our existence, and how a perma- 
nent eclipse would speedily effect our total 
destruction. 

Though the sun shone, and east shadows 
in the street, its light was faint anu yellow. 
The shadows cast by it were not clear-cut 
and distinct, but seemed feathery and 
vague. Across the street faces were indis- 
tinct, and the light was about what it is 
cl.se atter sundown. A perceptible chill 
was in the air. 

if some irresistible power should stop the 
progress of the moon, and let it perma- 

ently. obscure the sun, in 24 hours snow 
would be falling, and in a week an arctic 
temperature would prevail over the land. 
The earth would radiate off its heat with- 
qut any being returned, aud in a short 
time—perhaps a year—all life now existing 
on the earth, excepting the deep-water 
fishes, would become extinct. The ocean 
would be frozen over, but the internal heat 
ot the earth would keep the depths warm 
for many centuries, 

The light and heat at the greatest ob- 
servation y was about equal to that 
given 1 sun to our external neighbor 

planet lt may be ! ned 
that even — his equatorial regions the 
climate must be cold and cheerless, and it 
is highly improbable that he is inhabited 
by beings anything like ourselves. 

While a great many looked at the eclipse 
as an astonishing nomenon, without any 
assiguable cause, the great majority seemed 
well posted on the general philosophy of 
eclipses. A man who telling a littie crowd 
how he used to “manipulate de big tele- 
scope in de Chicago observatory,” and that 
if he was there he could see the eclipse for 
nothing, was promptly shut up by the pointer 
that it he was there he could not see it at 
ail, His 99 14, that eclipses 
there were bigger and blacker than any- 
where eise, wae given a big laugh, and he 
went away while the tin horns blew. 

The sun is so ver ty much larger than the 
moon that the shadow of the latter rapidly 
diminishes to a point by about the time it 
gets to the earth. This time when the 
suadow struck the earth it was about eighty 
miles across. It touched the earth up near 
the Aleutian Isles, swept sontheastward 
and entered the United States at Point 
Arena, and then swung _— northeast- 
wrrdiy through Nev Idaho, and 
— the euxth up near Take Winnipeg, 
vanished into apace. The shadow passed 
from west to east because that is the wa 
that the moon swings around the eart 
through the sky. Its curve southward and 
then north again is due to the inclination 


of the axis of the earth away from the sun \merchant arrested several days ago 


at this season of the year. In the summer 
time the curve would have been in the 
other direction, 

On either side of the central track of 
eighty miles or so in which the eclipse was 
total, the sun was less opscured as the dis- 
tance increased.© At San Francisco 11 
digits or twelfths were eclipsed, and at Los 
Angeles 10, and so on till the obscuration 
became nothing down in the tropical 
regions, 

The Chinese believe that eclipses are 
caused by a dragon trying to devour the 
sun. They accordingly go out with gongs, 
crackers, pots, pans and kettles, and make 
a great Whang-bangingte scare him away. 
Down in Chinatown, yesterday, they got 
out their drums and other machinery and 
kept up their ancient custom in a listless 
way, as if they knew it was all tom-foolery, 
They evidentiy believed that the Ameli- 
cans could take care of their own eclipses, 
The end justified their confidence, for by 
half-past 3 the dragon had gone to whence 
he came, and the sun was shiniug brightly 
in a cloudless sky. 

Eclipses generally come in pairs, and 
there will be an eclipse of the moon on the 
evening ot January 16th. Then the moon, 
swinging around the will enter its 
shadow and be eclipsed in its turn. The 
earth is much larger than the moon, and 
whereas the shadow of the latter on the 
earth is very small, running trom nothing 
up to a few score miles, the earth’s shadow 
is large enough to obscure the moon en- 
tirely when her path leads her into it. On 
this occasion, 2 it will be only about 
three-fourths eat ipsed. It will last from 
about 6:30 . to midnight, and will be 
greatest ata — half - past 9 o’clock, 

Private observations of the eclipse were 
taken on the level of the datum plane of 
this oity, at an altitude of about 450 feet 
above sea level. The barometer used is an 
aneroid ; the thermometer, a common store

At the date of my last report (November 
, 1887), the number of volumes in the 
library was 5223. At this date there are 
6247. Of this number 44 are gifts from resi- 
dents of Los Angeles, and 116 are pubiic 
documents. Sixty volumes have been dis- 
carded, being too tern for circulation, and 
— sent to the poorhouse, with old picto- 
rials. 

During the year the rooms have been 
open 358 days. The number of books 
loaned for home reading was 19,565, aver- 
aging 1630 5-12 per month. Of this number 
75 per cent. were fiction, 8 per cent. miscel- 
lany, 2 per cent. science and art, 8 per cent. 
history, geography and travels, 3 per cent. 
biography and theology, poetry and foreign 
languages being about equally divided 
the remaining 4 per cent. 

We have added several very valuable 
works to our list in the last year, amon 
them Racinet’s “Historical Costumes, 
“The Great Artist Series,” “McClintock & 
Strong’s Encyclopedia,” Alltbone's Die- 
tionary of Authors,“ Grove’s “Dictionary of 
Music and Musicians,” Ruskin’s “Modern 
Painters’ and Strickland’s Queens of 
England.“ 
This fall 160 feet of shelving was put up 
in the rvem that was formerly used as the 
ladies’ reading-room, and theology, poetry 
miscellanevus and toteigu works remov 
to these shelves, giving us more room in 
the book-room, but depriving the ladies who 
frequent the library of a room devoted to 
their use especially, which keeps many 
away. 

In the bookroom proper an iron railing 
has been put up to keep A sittin 
against the sheives, and the ks are mu 
more accessible. 

The four rooms are over-crowded at all 
times and especially so in winter, making it 
very uncomfortable for everyone, but until 
our new rooms are finished in the city nall 
we must make the best ef it. 

Last year a new carpet, desk and chairs 
were put in the office, and a linoleum on 
the main floor, brightening and freshening 
the room, six stools added for the newspa- 
ner files, and a dozen chairs distributed in 
the reading-room. “With the present ar- 
rangement of rooms it is impossible to give 
the daily attendance, the news-room being 
across the hall and with separate entrances. 

We have a new catalogue of the books in 
the library, compiled last summer by per- 
mission of the Board of Regents. It is an 
improvement on the old one, but not as sat- 
isfactory as it should be considering the

The control of the cable roads of this city, 
as well as ihe horse-railroad franchises be- 
longing to that corporation, passed some time 
azo into the hands of a syndicate trom 
Chicago, of whom C. B. Holmes of that city 
is the head, He is the president of the 
Chicago City Railroad, and has also now 
become president of the Los Angeles sye- 
tom. Messrs, Crank, Jewett, Hellman, 
Foreman, et al. have sold out at a profit and 
got through with the job. 

New brooms sweep clean, and of course 
the new owners mean to make many sweep- 
ing changes. Among the most important is 
the superseding of General Manager Fore- 
man by a new superintendent imported 
from Chicago. 

J. C. Robinson is his name, and he knows 
his business ‘from the word go. He is an 
Englishm an, and though he does not look 
over 40, says he has been inthe business 


ago and went to work in Chicago. hen 
the syndicate bought up the Los Angeles 
roads he was engaged to come here and 
take charge of them, and he has been here 
getting his bearings for the past month. 

Yesierday the roads and the management 
changed hands, and a new reign was inau- 
— As the cable roads will not be 

nished ready to run fora long time yet— 
four or five — at any rate—the new 
Superintendent will meanwhile put in his 
time in showing how horse-railroads should 
berun. It will bea revelation to the pub- 
lic, and a new deal entirely for the em- 
plosés, it he makes it work. 

e started yesterday, with regular time 
tables in ail the different lines under his 
control, These are the Olive street lin 
the line down Spring and up Ninth, the ol 
Sixth street line continued up Ninth, the 
Aliso street line across the river, the 
punts street line and the Buena Vista and 

off street franchise. The cars are all

Mr. Robinson very naturally thought that 
there might be some kicking from the con- 
ductors, so long used to the mild régime ot 
the “brother-in-law.” As a mild hint for 
them not to be precipitate, he advertised in 
the papers a week ago Munday for some 
more assistance in that department. The 
next day Olive street was almust choked 
before his littie office, down by the horse- 
ear stables, by a crowd of pane two hun- 
dred men, looking fur a job. ides thesé, 
many wrote, and one seut his photograph 
with his hair neatly Robinson 
picked out 25 of them, to supplant some of 
the most crooked, and sent the rest about 
their business. This little object lesson 
would probably keep the conductors from 
striking, if they were asked to wear their 
— bills on their backs. ‘Times are getting 


ard. 

Mr. Robinson seems like a hard man to 
deal with, and Ay sharp one, and can 
cover a great deal of ground. He will sleep 
sometimes in the little office, so as to be up 
at4a.m.and see the sleepy drivers start 
out. With his intense energy and great 
experience, he will probably revolutionize 
streat-car traffic in this city, if he does not 
kill the horses. A thing to do fora 


to straighten up the tracks and switches 
where the borse-car lines cross the railroad 
track at Alameda street, so that the cars 
will not be thrown off every second trip. 
Till this is dune, his time-tables will de more 
ornamental than useful. 

While the horse-cars are running on 
schedule time aud the conductors are figur- 
ing with the blue pencils, the new cabie 
road cars will be building.

The Legal Rights of Anarchists a 
Puzzling Problem 

CuicaGco, Jan. 1—[By the Associated 
Press.| In view of the decision rendered 
yesterday in the matter of the application 
of the Anarchists’ association, known as 
the Arbeiter Bund, in which Master in 
Chancery Winder declined to recommend 
an injunction, restraining the police from 
interfering with its gatherings, although 
suggesting that one might not improperly 
be gran by higher authority. Mayor 
Roche today sent a letter of instructions to 
the police department, in which he said: 

„ have instructed the corporation coun- 
sel to convey to the Court the idea that it 
the Court believes under the evidence that 
the Arbeiter Bund has a legal aud lawtul 
right to hold public meetings, we wish the 
Court to so declare, and if the officers of the 
city have been exercising unusual authority 
they should be so advised, as they do not 
intend to act illegally or deprive any person 
of his rights upou u mere technicality. We 
do not propose under any circumstances to 
deprive any class of citizens of their 
constitutional rights, but the police de- 
partment must necessarily be governed 
by experience. It is your duty 
te inguire if you believe a man is about to 
commit a criminal offense and take steps 
to prevent such act. We do not desire to 
again experience difficulties like those we 
have had in the past. We must not offer 
encouragement to such proceedings as the 
Supreme Court of this State has said led up 
to the Haymarket riot and its unfortunate 
consequences, and it is to be ho that the 
courts will draw the line ina definite way 
so that we may have inst-uction, and if we 
have not sufficient authority under the ex- 
isting laws the responsibility must rest with 
others and not with us,”

ECLIPSE. 


A Great Day for Men of 
| | Science. | 


Fine Weather Generally Makes Their 
Task a Success. 


Observations Taken in Many, Parts of 
the Country. 


Eastern Astronomers Well Paid for Their Visit to 
California to View the Great Phenomenon 
—Résults That W.!l Do Much to 
Selencs. 


By Telegranh to The Times, 

SAN Francisco, Jan. 1.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The conditions were gener- 
ally favorable today both in California and 
Nevada for clear observation of the total 
eclipse of the sun. In this city the eclipse 
was e partial, about eleven-twelfths of 
the sun’s surface being obscured. ‘The 
weather was perfectly clear and the eclipse 
was witnessed by a great number.of per- 
sohs. During the period of greatest obscur- 
ation it became quite dark, and one star 
was plainly seen. No scientific observa- 
tions were made in this city. The path of 
totality in Califor bia was from fifty to one 
hundred miles north of San Francisco, and 
the trains from this city this morning con- 
veyed a large number of persons to various 
points favorab e for observation. 

The weather at Marysville was very clear. 
The first contact was about 12:30 p.m. Dur- 
ing the progress of the y —— the weather 
became quite cool, veral streaks of 
lightning were observed during the totality. 
Several exposures of wet and dry plates 
were made during the totality, and views 
will be sent to Amherst College. 

Prof. E. 8. Holden of the Lick Observa- 
tory telégraphs to the Associated Press 
that the begining of the eclipse was suc- 
cessfully observed at that point, and also 
the last contact, 

Thirteen photographs were taken at Oro- 
ville. Clouds obscured the views of totality, 
but a good view was had up to within a 
few minutes of that period. 

The conditions were all favorable at St. 
Helena. ‘The nearest approach to totality 
was at 1:50, when the observers noticed 
plainly with the naked eye a narrow circle 
of light onthe northeastern side of the 
sun’s disk, and in au instant the bright spot 
was transferred to the other side. The ap- 
pearance ‘of the entire valley in the 
shadowy light was weird, : 

THE LICK OBSERVERS. 

The party trom the Lick Observatory, in 
charge of Prof, J. E. Keeler, made success- 
ful observations at Bartlett’s Spriugs. Prof. 
Keeler telegraphs to the Associated Press 
that the corona was beautifully distinct, and 
that he saw remarkable changes in the 
length of the coronal lines, Prof. nard 
obtained nine photographs. Prof. Hill 
photographed all the contacts and 
studied the structure of the inner corona. 
Prof. Leuschner made seven measures of 
light during the totality. 

At Grass Valley thin white clouds ob- 
scured the sun a. little, but during the 
period of totality stars and larger planets 
were seen with the naked eye. The corona 
and protuberances were a grand sight. The 
thermometer feli 7° between the first con- 
taci and totality. , 

At Virginia City, New., the thermometer 
was 30° at the time of. first contact, and 
dropped to 20° during the progress of the 
eclipse. Nineteen-twentieths of the suu's 
suriace was obscured at this point. The 
weather was perfectly clear. 

A heavy fog prevailed at Truckee, Cal., 
in the Sierra Nevada Mountains, and dur- 
ing the eclipse it was necessary to use 
electric lights in the stréets. 

The Pacific Coast. Amateur Photographic 
Association observed me eclipse at Clover- 
dale with accuracy as to details. The 
weather was favorable and the sky cloud- 
less except for a few clouds which shortly 
before totality were tinged with the most 
brilliant colors of the rainbow. Every 
phase of the eclipse was photographed by 
some one of the party. 

At Chicoa party of observers from Carle- 
ton College, Northfield. Minn., consisting 
of Profs, Payne, Pearson and Wilson, were 
located on the ranch of Gen. John Bidwell. 
Profs. Wilson and Pearson exposed nine

Ob- 
servations and sketches of the corena were 
made, tlough the sky was not perfectly 
clear. Four long streamers were seen, and 
the northern and southern lines of the sun 
showed a number of fine radiating flia- 
ments.

At Anaheim no photographs were taken. 
Prof. Davidsen was encamped at this place 
and took observations,

THE HARVARD PARTY. 

Prof. Pickering of the Harvard Uni- 
versity party telegraphed to the Examiner, 
from Willows, that the sun was perfectly 
clear during totality. Over fifty photo- 
graphs were secured. The party consisted 
of tour observers from Harvard and 29 local 
assistants. Fourteen telescopes and came- 
ras were employed and eight spectroscopes, 
besides miscellaneous apparatus, The first 
contact was lost through clouds. Eight 
views were secured witb a 13-inch telescope, 

iving images two inches in diameter be- 
ore enlargement. Nine were taken with 
an eight-inch camera. ‘Twenty-five nega- 
tives were taken to measure the bright- 
— ot the corona aod surroundings, five 

egatives to search for intermercurial 
planets, twenty to study the spectrum 
of the carona, to determine its composition. 
These will reach froin yellow rays to ex- 
treme ultra violet. For the latter purpose 
— employed @ spectroscope with lenses 
and prisms composed exclusively of quartz, 

Seven observations were made with pho- 
tometer to measure the general illumina- 
tion during totality. Two were found lighter 
than the eclipses of 1878 and 1886. The 
caropa was similar to those of 1868 and 1878, 
but showed much more detail than the lat- 
ter. An exceptionally fine corona extend- 
ing usually on one side to two solar diame- 
ters was a striking characteristic. There 
were two forked wings of ligut with polar 
rays weil defined and considerably shorter. 

TWO COMETS DISCOVERED. 

Winnemucca, (Nev.), Jan 1.— The 
weather was clear during the entire day 
and observations of the eclipse were en- 
tirely successful. At the signal office, Prof. 
Howe of Denver, with five assistants, 
made accurate observations of the times of 
contacts, drawings of the corona and photo- 
it by coronal light. Thomas David 
under instructions from the Harv 
Observatory, made several photographs of 
the corona, and Prof, Eikins, of the Yale 
Observatory, discovered two comets near 
the sun. A. Brashear,opitcian of Alleghany, 
Pa., made a drawing of the telescopic ap- 
pearance of the corona, near the south 
pole uf the sun. Mr. Van Tartinger, of the 
signal office, made a drawing of the 
corona at the north pole of the 
sun, Several assistants also took 
notes of contacts and made drawings. 
A special series of meteorological observa- 
tions was also made. No appreciable 
change of temperature was noted. The 
pho:ographic negatives are not yet devel- 
oped, and the exact results are unknown. 

Mr. Morett made accurate observations of 
the shadow bands, which have not, so far, 
been satisfacwrily explained. The corona 
was similar in general appearance to that 
of 1878. The streamers extended to from 
three to four diameters, and red protuber- 
ences were strongly marked. The condi- 
tions were entireiy favorable for satisfac- 
tory observations, 

OBSERVED AT SAN JOSE. 

Sawn Fnax cisco, Jan. 1.—Atthe San José 
Normal School the observing party, which 
consisted of Profs. Kleeberger. Holway and 
Randall, had a four-inch refractor telescope 
aud smoked glasses, At the time of the 

reatest obscuration, Balley's beads” and 
the corona were carefully looked for, but 
were rendered invisible by floating clouds.

scured by clouas, but from that time on it 
was comparatively clear. At the moment 
of greatest obscurity the sun was almost 
hidden, excepta very thin crescent on the 
southern edge. The mountains of the 
moon were clearly seen outlined agains’ 
the sun. The sharpness of the moon’s edge 
on the disc on the sun was especially 
marked, Three of the 
Venus and Mars in conjunction were easily 
distinguished with the naked eye. 

All that is known of the observations at 
the Lick Observatory is contained in a 


“The eclipse was successtully observed.

At Leigan, 20 miles north of Reno, Nev., 
Gen. C. W. Irish, Surveyor-General of 
Nevada, and a party mapaged in spite of 
cloudy skies to note the time of first and 
second contacts. They secured ten photo- 

raphic views during totality, which was 

ut 1 minute and 44 seconds in duration. 

At Redwood City the atmosphere was 
very cold. During the eclipse two stars 
were plainly visible. 

At Healdsburg the period of totality was 
80 seconds, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, Mercury 
and other stars were visible. The corona 
appeared with long rays of licht parallel to 
the equator of the sun. Prof. G. E. Hall 
succeeded in securing a number of fine 
photographs of the corona, which show the 
rays ten or twelve degrees from the sun. 
one rose-colored protuberauce was 
visible. 

At Orland totality lasted 110 seconds. 
Venus and other stars were visible. ‘Three 
photographs were successfully taken. 

PROF. SWIFT’S REPORT. 

Prof. Lewis Swift, director of the Warner 
observatory at Rochester. N. X., was ste- 
tiohed at Nelson, Cal., and telegraphed the 
following to the Examiner, as the result of 
his observation: 

The eclipse, as far as affording an op- 
portunity to search for 
planets, was a failure, from ciouds and 
haze. All tour contacts were well made, a 
chronometer watch, previously set to the 
Lick Observatory time, being used. Five 
very small colorless protuberances 
were seen having pointed apexes, Near 
the point of one was another detached trom 
the sun. Bailey's beads were seen at 
second and third contacts, but entirely un- 
like those seen at Denver in 1878. No 
chronosphere was visible, though looked 
for. Mercury, Venus, Vega and the Cygni 
were seen. The corona could not be 
drawn, but, as seen through the telescope, 
was not very extensive.” 

AT HELENA, MONT. 

HELENA (Mont.), Jan. 1—The eclipse 
was observed here favorably this afteraoon. 
The day was bright, cold and clear. The 
eclipse began about a quarter past 2, and 
lasted an hour and a haif. The sun was 
obscured except a thin crescent at the top. 
It grew colder and dark. Chickens went to 
roost and lamps were lighted indoors, © 

IN THE NORTHWEST. 

St. PAUL (Minn.), Jan. 1.—-A better day 
for the observation of the eclipse of the sun 
than that given the entire northwest could 
scarcely be conceived. Cloud; were 
almost unknown, anda warm atmosphere 
added to the pleasure with which the peo- 
ple watched the eclipse, which in this State 
was about tbree quarters, while farther 
west it was almost total. 8 

AT GENEVA, N. v. 

GENEVA (N. .), Jan. 1.— Prof. Brooks, 
director of the Smith Observatory, secured 
an observation of the eclipse this afternoon 
just before sunset. The disk of the sun

Unusually Brilliant. 


The President Goes Through His Last 
Ceremony with Grace. 


The Home of Gen. Harrison the Scene of Congrat- 
ulation and Good Cheer—San Franci:cans .

Wasnineton (D. C.), Jan. 1.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The White House sel- 
dom if ever presented a more brilliant 
spectacle than today on the occasion of the 
President’s New Year’s reception. Special 
pains were taken with the decorations, and 
the beautiful suite of parlors where the re- 
ception was held never appeared to better 
advantage. There was a profusion of 
flowers and plants distributed with charm- 
ing effect. The choicest flowers were 
placed in the blue parlor, where the receiv- 
ing party stood, but there were most elabo- 
rate floral decorations in the east room, 
where the visitors spent a few minutes in 
social converse after having paid their re- 
spects. The mantels were banked with 
bright-hued tlowers, and festoons of grasses 
and ferns were suspended from the large 
chandeliers, Tall palms were placed in the 
windows and corners, and tropical plants of 
all kinds lined the corridors running through 
the center of the house. A large divan in 
the east room was orvamented with a beau- 
tiful vase containing large paims of differ- 
ent hues, Part of the lower floor was illum- 
inated by gas, but the sunlight was given 
full play in the east room. The weather 
was bright, sunshiny and cool; in 
everything was most auspicious. 

The reception began at 11 o’clock, at 
which hour the receiving party descended 
the stairs and took places in the blue parlor. 
As they appeared in sight the Marine band, 
stationed in the main hall, started Hail to 
the Chief,” and continued playing it until 
the party had taken positions. A pass ge 
was made for them through the crowd that 
had already gathered in the house. They 
came in the following order: Col. Wilson 
and Lieut.

The President wore a black Prince Albert 
suit, with a black tie. Mrs. Cleveland wore 
a beautiful robe of pale pink faille, made 
with round train, rounded at the top and 
with short sieeves. The front of the skirt 
was draped in a stiver embroidered net that 
had fringe bugies at the foot. On either 
side were plain panels of soft French gray 
silk, embroidered in pattern of rosebud in 
silver. The back of the panels was edged 
with heavy Russian fur that commenced at 
the waist line and continued around the 
pink train. The back of the dress was 
princess shaped, with pink folds on the 
waist, fastened with pearl embroidery. The 
front was jacket shaped, rounded and tell 
over a full vest of pink silk draped with 
white net. The sleeves of pink were short, 
with puffs, edged on the arm with peari 
bands. The low body was edged with 
heavy fur. She wore a diamond necklace 
and diamond star in her hair that was 
dressed in loops on the top of her head. 
Her gloves were soft pearl color. 

Miss Bayard, who stood next, wore a 
short dress of blue brocade with pointed 
body back and front, upon which were laid 
folds of gauze. prays of white lilac 
adorned the body, and the kirtle of gauze 
was draped about the upper part of the 
skirt.

On her shoulder was a large ruby set 
with diamonds. 

Mrs. Dickinson’s dress was a pale-green 
silk embroidered iu silver, with train of the 
same material.

The reception proper began with the pre- 
sentation of the members of the diplomatic 
corps, all in full couct dress, many resplen- 
dent with rich jewelry and gola lace.

rance and Corea. Hadje Hassien Khoul 
Khan, new Persian Minister, however, at- 
tracted the most attention. He is the first 
representative of that country accredited to 
the United States. The column was headed 
by Count Faya, Italian Minister, the oidest 
in point of residence at this capital of those 
in attendance. It was explained that Mr. 
Preston, the Haytian Minister, who is dean 
of the corps, was prevented from taking his 
accustomed place at the head of the line by 
reason of prèsslug business which required 
his presence in New York. Secretary Bay- 
ard presented the diplomats to President 
and Mrs. Cleveland, and then departed to 
his residence to preside at a breakfast given 
e left the White House in 
company with his daughters, Col. Wilson 
and Lieut.

Sr. Lovis, Jan. 1.—[By the Assoviated 
Press.] A Chicago embezzier, who packed 
himself and $10,000 in a trunk and was 
sent by express to St. Louis, was captureg 
here tonight. He is Thomas Vines, who 


\_ took the pay of 700 employés, amounting to 


$10,000,-of the Adams and Westlake Manu- 
facturing Company of Chicago and disap- 
peared on Saturday. He took the money 
with the aid of a confederate whom he re- 
fused to name, hired a room near the 
factory, and made preparations for flight. 
He disguised himself as a negro, secreted 
the money in old stockings and threw them 
under old clothes in the bottom of a big 
trunk that had been secured. Last night. 
when he thought that the vigilance of the 
police had relaxed, Vines’s confederate 
gent an expressman to the roon, aud Vines 
in his negro disguise helped the express- 
man load the trunk on a wagon, Holes to 
give air had been cut in the trunk. On the 
way to the depot Vines toid the expressman 
thathe intended to beat his way to St. 
Louis by going in the trunk, being too poor 
‘to pay his fare. The expressman thought it 
risky. but did not interfere, when Vines 
opened the trunk, jumped in and 38 
down the lid with a spring lock. The 
trunk was put into the baggage- room by the 
expressmam and the check for it was in the 
possession ox Vines’s accomplice. 
Vines and the trunk went on board the 
train, and the embezzler and his $10,609 
were treated as common bageage for a dis- 
tance of over 100 miles. That was as long 
as the embezzier could stand it. The air 
was trifling, and he was tumbled over and 
over until sore in every joint. On making 
zn outcry he was released. They did not 
t him off the train, but sympathized with 
is plea of poverty nd allowed him to travel 
the remainder of his journey. 


» The trunk was carelessly closed by the 


trainmen, and the contents left undis- 
turbed. At St. Louis the trunk could not 
be obtained by Vines without the check, 
and his confederate didn’t appear. Con- 
4iderable pity was expressed by the depot 
men for Vines, and a small collection was 
taken up to byy him dinner and supper. 
His strange story reached the ears of tlie 
police and aroused suspicion. Vines’s de- 
scription had been recvived from Chicago, 
and the reading of it resulted in the dis- 
teh of an officer to arrest the fugitive, 
ines was taken into custody while beg- 
gine the baggageman to disregard the regu- 
tions and give up the trunk,

While reading his annual message the 
Governor created some sensation when he 
employed these words: The necessity of 
tome change in our election laws, whereby 
increasing corruption which has becomy in- 
cident to our election may be preven is 
imperative. It is believed that the late 
Presidential election .was the most corrupt 
of any in the histo y of the country, so far 
as the direct use of money was concerned 
io influencing electors, and public senti- 


ment is naturally awakened to the desira- 


bility of some relief. The peculiar causes 
which induced this immense corruption are 
apparent. Anxiety to subserve selfish and 
private advantage rather than the 
general interests of the public, natur- 
ally led to the campaign being conducted 
upon alleged ‘business’ principles, whereby 
it is asserted that electors were bought and 
sold like goods and chattels in open market. 


It is claimed that at least one hundred 


thousand dollars was expended in the 
Twentieth and Twenty-fourth Congres- 
sional districts in this State in efforts made 
therein.to elect Congressmen and to secure 


. the election of those believed to be favora- 


ble tothejpolicy{of fostering privatejinterests. 
So successful have they efforts 
at corrupting the ballots that gbod citizens 
were led to doubt whether the free and un- 
diased sentiments of the people may not 
zontinue to be nullified through corruption 
whenever and as often as it appears that 
the interests of the people conflict with 
those of the monopolists who profligate 
with their moneys are intent upon resisting 
all interference with their selfish and 
arrogant demands.”’

THE ST. LOUIS FIRE. 


Exciting Scenes— Losses Aggregating 

Nearly a Milhon 

St. Lovrs, Jan. 1.— [By the Associated 
Press.] The immense six-story brick bulld- 
ing of the Richardson Drug Company, at 
the corner of Fourth street and Clark ave- 
nue, was a mass of ruins at 2:40 this morn- 
ing. The building fronted 160 feet on 
Fourth street, and ran back on Clark ave- 
nue 200, Back of this was a three-story 
brick warehouse used by the firm to store 
explosives and highly combustible goods 
and oils. So fierce was the fire five min- 
utes after the alarm was turned in that the 
building across the street was smoking and 
about to burst into flames. Every few min- 
utes a terrible explosion would detunate 
throughout the Duilding. When every pane 
of glass was out of the building tongues of 
fire leaped out. Their heat made the nar- 
row street a sheol for the firemen who 
wiled with bursting and burning hose to 
save property. Their coats smoked, and 
their hands were blistered. The entire six: 
floors were filled with combustible goods, a 

reat portion of the stock being extremely 
nflammable. On the third floor were the 
points and oils. The fire seemed to get an 
early hold of the oils dripping through the 
first two stores. A fountain of fire played 
from the basement to the roof, defying all 
efforts to check its costly flow. It was an 
awful sight from the first two minutes after 
its discovery until 3 o’clock, when the 
building colla 

The Richardson Drug Company was the 

outgrowth of a business carried on 40 years 
ago by James Richardson, the present presi- 
dent. The building, erected several years 
ago at a cost of $159,090, was one of the 
largest wholesale drug houses in the 
country. 
In buildings in close proximity to the fire 
were scenes of tremendous excitement. The 
Ehier House at 209 South Fourth street, oc- 
cupied by boarders, was the scene of a 
panic. ‘he screams of trightened women, 
and men rushing to and fro after friends 
created much terror. Finally the firemen 
came to their assistance and all the occu- 
pants were rescued, 

The Woess masquerade store, 257 South 
Fourth street, was destroyed. At408 and 
410 Clark avenue a row of three-story brick 
boarding houses was also the scene of 
fright. The occupants had only titfle to 


escape. 

At 2:50 o’clock the most exciting epoch of 
the fire occurred, when several great ex- 
plosions of benzine and other explosive 
drugs occurred almost simultaneously wich 
the falling and crashing of walis on the 
southeast corner of the buiiding, endanger- 
ing the lives of all firemen on that portion 
of the work. ‘The heavy cornices and 
coping stones on the top story began to 
crack, and the firemen had only time to es- 
cape from the impending danger when, 
with a sudden crash, that portion of the 
1. fell, throwing burning fragments 

oss Clark avenue, setting tire to Miller's 
bakery, a two-story structure, and the ad- 
joining buildings on the southeast corner 
of Feurth street and Clark avenue, and 
covering the entire intersection with flames 
aud smoke. 

It was expected that a panic would occur 
in the Southern Hotel, which is within 
almost half a square of the burning drug 
building, but the guests were quietly in- 
tormed'that there was no imminent danger, 
and the ladies and gentiemen leisurely 
came down to the corridors and sidewalks, 
or to the windows of their rooms to watch 
the scene. 

The loss on stock is $675,000, insurance 
£650,000. ‘The loss on buildings is $200,000, 
The origin of the fire is not yet kuowu. 

Andrew mage night watchman in 
the drug store, is missing and is believed to 
have perished in the fire.

COLORED OATHOLIOS. 


They Assemble at Washington — Car- 
dinal Gibbons's Advice. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The National convention 
of Colored Catholics, composed of delegates 
from nearly all of the colored Catholic 
churches and societies throughout the 
country began its ‘Sessions this morning in 
the St. Augustine Colored Catholic Church 
in this city. Every seatin the church was 
occupied when at 10:40 o’clock Father 
Talton, of Quincy, III., the only colored 
Catholic priest in the United States. began 
the celebration of solemn high mass. Im- 
mediately in front of and beneath the 
pulpit sat His Eminence Cardinal Gibbons, 
who delivered a sermon. He was clad in 
the searlet robe of his office. 

At the conclusion of the sermon the Car- 
dinal welcomed the delegates of the gather- 
ing, which, said he, will mark an era in the 
history of the colored Catholics of the 
country. He trusted that the deliberations 
of the convention would be marked by 
moderation and discretion. The actions of 
the convention would be watched by the 
country, not with the kindly eyes of friend- 
ship. but with the sharp ones of criticism. 
He suggested that the convention discuss 
the education of children, and the religibus 
education necessary to the life of the re- 
public. 

A temporary organization was effected by 
choosing as President William H. Smith. 
A Committee on Permanent Orga: ization 
was also appointed, and an adjournment 
was taken until tomorrow.

Emperor William's Publie Utterances 
Very Guarded. 


Prof. Geffeken Soon to Be Tried ‘for 
High Treason. 


King Milan Batldozing His (Serv’an Subjects 
with Mach Success—The Pope Sends a Mild 
Message to the People of Ireland— 
Foreign Notes. 


By Telegraph to de Times, 

Berwin, Jan. 1.—[By Cable and Associ- 
ated Press.| The Emperor’s remarks during 
his reception today were without s in- 
terest, He singled out from the pérson- 
ages passing before him Count Herbert Bis- 
marck, Herr von Wedell Piesdorf, Gen. 
Count von Schellendorf, Count Zecheny, 
Austrian Ambassador, and several others, 
speaking a few words to each. The 
day’s ceremonies were ushered in 
in by trumpeters blowing the re- 
veille outside the Palace Chapel at 
10 o’clock. Divine services in the chapel 
was attended by the Emperor and Empress, 
Prince and Princess Henry of Prussia, 
Prince Albert of Prussia, Prince George of 
Saxony, Prince Leopold of Bavaria, the 
Grand Duke and Grand Duchess of Baden, 
Grand Duke of Hesse, Duke and Duchess 
of Saxe-Meiningen and.a brilliant array of 
generals commanding the various army 
corps. 

After the service there was a general re- 
ception of t he court and ministerial officials, 
the long train filing before the Emperor 
and Empress. The ladies were in halt 
evening dress, wearing high-neck dresses 
and bonnets, but no jewels. The congratu- 
lation reception was heid in the white 
saloon of the Schloss, and was distinct from 
the special audience accorded to foreign 
ambassadors. At the latter reception the 
Emperor is reported as having addressed 
each representative of the great powers 
with the same formula, expressing his de- 
sire for a continuation of cordial relations. 

BISMARCK’S ILLNESS. 

Prince Bismarck’s attack of neuralgic 
gout is abating, but he is unable to fix the 
date for coming to Berlin. He will cer- 
tainly not be able to be present at the open- 
ing of the Landtag or participate in the 
colonial debates in the Reichstag. 

The Etmperor and Oe sent Prince 
Bismarck courtly gifts, 
long autograph letter, expressing solicitude 
for Bismarck’s services and hopes for his 
early recovery. 

The Landtig will be opened by the Em- 
peror. The session will be an interesting 
one, The Government measures include 
bills dealing with police administration in 
the eastern provinces, clerical education in 
Posen, and the extension of railways on the 
eastern frontier. For the last-named pur- 
pose Minister Maybach wants a credit of 
45,000,000 marks. 

GEFFCKEN CHARGID WITH TREASON. 

The public prosecutor today served upon 
Prof. Geffcken an indictment for high trea- 
son. It is a voluminous document, indicat- 
ing a long trial and the calling of a number 
of witnesses. The trial will likely begin at 
Leipsic at the end of January. The indict- 
ment traces the entire working life of 
Geffcken in trying to provezthat he has been 
a persistent enemy of German unity.

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A HAYTIAN GENERAL. 


. BE TAKES UP WITA THE WRONG 
inn AND Is BANISHED. 


A Colored Gentleman Who Possesses 
the Ordinary Congo I; pe of Race. 
but is Kxoeedingly “Fiy"—A Bar- 
barian Massacre Four Years Ago. 


A letter to the New York Herald 
from Jucmel, Hayti, says: The 
American consul at Jacmel is J. B. 
Vital, a French merchant of education 
and intelligence, possessing a degree of 
energy which must be Wil to the 
droning Haytians. Mr. Vital informed 
me that his house was occupied by 10 
political refugees and that it ha n 
thus favored for flve weeks. 

When Legitime came over from his 
exile at Jamaica, he made overture to 
old Gen. Merrissier at Jacmel. The 
latter would not accept the terms of- 
fered, and he went out to meet Gen. 
Prophete with only 200 soldiers. He 
Outmaneuvered the Port-au-Prince 
troops, but was compelled to the town. 
The foreign consuls made strong rep- 
resentatious, and finally succeeded in 
inducing him to avoid hostilitics. They 
feared tne pillaging and burning of 
‘Jacmel. Gen. Merrissier agreed with 

grace, and, when gitime’s 
forces took possession, he, with nine of 
his immediate followerg, straightway 
repaired to Consul Vital's domicile. 

When Gen. Jehan Merrissier was 
brought into the room and presented to 
me, I beheld un black man of perhaps 
60 years, with a slouching gait sugges- 
tive of the movements oi an ape. iis 
head was covered by a straw hat, and 
an enormous pair of green tarpet slip- 
‘pers run down at the beel adorned the 
other extremities of his body. A blue 
osnaburg jacket and soiled white 
trousers completed bis attire. The 
face was one of the most peculiar 1 
ever beheld. It was of the ordinary 
Congo negro typé, but there was an ex- 
pression of cunning and ‘‘flyness,”’ 
which was the most speaking I ever 
beheld. A big, biack hand was ex- 
tended. I took it in mine. It was 


Similar in feeling to the digits 
of Haytians with whom 
I have ha the -honor— more 


cr less—shaking hands. It was 
as cold as the membraneous feet of 
a frog, apparently as bloodless as a 
fish. When the strong passions of the 
blacks are remembered the apparent 
low temperature of the skin of their 
hands suggest a paradox. After shak- 
ing my band Gen. Merrissier uttered 
a few words of non-understandable 
Creole jargon. Mr. Vital, a born 
Frenchman, could comprehend but little 
he said. After smiling on me in 
his crafty way the refugee ex-com- 


mander of Jacmel retired to the bal- 


cony, where he gazed with half-closed 
yellow eyes on the street in front. 
This man, when in power, possessed 
the unopposed right of life and death 
over the inhabitants. Jacmel is a 
town of 10,000 people. There are per- 
haps as many more in the depart- 
mental country district. The word of 
Gen. Merrissier was law. He could 
— beat, imprison, fine, and even 
t—by following an outward form 

of law—any citizen of Hayti within his 
bailiwick. He used to go about wear- 
ing a navy revolver in his belt and 
n large cocomacaque in one 
hand. hen a black was in anywise 
rebellious thwack would fall the 


““mokey tickler“ on his head. Wholly }. 


ignorant, unable to read or write, 
this negro savage maintained great 
influence over the people, especially 
those residing in the country. They 
understood his jargon, and he was one 
of them. A savage he certainly is in 
education and training, but a gentle 
one, forsooth!—so the foreign residents 
affirm. The latter say that Merrissier 
is a very good old fellow, that he is 
less bloodthirsty than most of his ilk 
and, as Haytians go, he is honest and 
‘well-intentioned. 
Like most Haytians, Gen. Merrissier 
possesses vague principles of morality, 
or rather, perhaps, his ideas are bibli- 
cal on the subject of the relation of the 
sexes. According to Haytian conven- 
tionality there are tive Mmes. Merris- 
sier. No. 1 resides on a place he owns 
in the wilderness. This wifeis of long 
standing. She has children and grand- 
children. Like Jim Biudso’s spouses 
the other female partners are located 
in different towns and villages. One 
in particular shared the joys and sor- 
rows of the commandant while he re- 
mained in Jacmel. 
After remaining in semi-imprison- 
ment at the American consulate the 
heart of the old black General waxed 
moody within him. With the prospect 
of exile to Jamaica and an absence 
from bis native land his barbarian na- 
ture became a trifle subsued. One day 


recen sent for Mme. Merrissier 
No. 1. A tall, angular, quiét-faced 
woman came from tbe country 
mounted on a donkey. Her 


black skin shone beneath the colored 
tignon which covered her kinky wool. 
The cure of the city came over to the 
Consulate, and the General and one of 
his spouses were wed according to the 
rites of the holy church. Then the ex- 
commander expressed himself as feel- 
ing better. e had experienced a 
novel sensation. 
This morning there was an unusual 
bustle about the streets in the neigh- 
borhood of the consulate. The 10 black 
refugees were getting together their 
traps. The steamer en route to Ja- 
maica was anchored in the harbor, and 
the hour of exvatriation had arrived. 

The blare of a bugle in front of the 
house announced thé arrival of the 
General, who was to superintend the 
embarkation. The departure of Na- 
“sa og for Elba was a sideshow per- 

rmance in interest to the events wit- 
nessed today. The General was clad 
in blue wash material. He wore 
a red and gold French kepi, 
and his naked sword was wav- 
ing about in the air three-fourths of 
the time. The troops were formed in 
double lines in the street. They were 
similar in appearance to the guard in 
front of the consulate, and they were 
perhaps 250 strong. Likewise they 
Were preéminently and subtly powerful 
in the odeur d' Afrique. There were a 
few mounted men, their war steeds 
being wretched little Spanish horses, 
and there was a liberal supply of the 
national musical instruments of Hayti 
—the drum. 

‘The exiles took’ position in the line 
of march. In front and inthe rear 
were infantry. The head of the pro- 
cession was a sight to behold. I 
laughed till the tears ran when I gazed 
on tbe ludicrons spectacle. It was u 
dapper of the Haytian army. Ile was 
a chunky negro, with an immense 
head, a long body, and a pair of 
Bhort, waddling legs. On his head 
was a big black shako. A black uni- 
form coat, with long tails extend- 
ing to the knees and about three sizes 
too large. was loosely buttoned. 
Around his waist the sapper wore a 
Once white leathern apron. In one 
: band he poised a rusty ax. His legs 

were, alas! without covering save such 
as was afforded by the skirts of his 
coat. He was literally a sapeur sans 
culottes. Asportentous as an impend- 
ing thunder-storm, he stalked in moody 
silence toward the landing-place. 

The General in command flourished 
8 sword as he bawled words of com- 
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mand to his troops. The drums beat. 
Colored men and women gazed admir- 
ingly from the street corners. Ol 
Gen. Merrissier waved his hand to the 
right and to the left, and he received 
back friendly greetings by hands and 
by handkerchiefs. You might have 
imagined it a triumphal procession in- 
stead-of the enforcement of a decree of 
banishment. - 

_ On alittle rocky bluff overhanging the 
harbor,to the right.of the town,is a vine- 
covered ruined wall, which was once a 
portion of the French fortifications. A 
narrow path leads to it from the plaza 
of the city. One bright day, four years 
ago, a solemn procession wended along 
the path to the ruined fort. I dare say 
that a portion of the cortégé — 
a body of Haytian soldiers— presented 
the same comical appearance that the 
army of the Republic afforded when 
the exiled statesmen were escorted to 
the place of embarkation. But there 
was another side to be pictured. 
Marching along in single file, with 
hands pinioned behind and with a 
cord attached to the wrists and 
held by a soldier, were twenty-eight 
young men. They wore white shirts 
and their heads were covered: by straw 
hats. Some were of light color, the 
cafe-au-lait hue much prized in Hayti 
as an indication of a near approach to 
the white race. Others were dark- 
colored mulattoes and griffes. The 
dull, monotonous thump of the drums 
startled the birds from their perches 
in the adjacent chapparral, and the 
turkey-buzzards, who scented blood. 
flapped their broad, black wings slug- 
gishly overhead. On arriving at 
the ruins the procession balted. The 
5 ioned voung men were ranged in a 

ine with the wall behind them. A de- 
tachment of black ruffians spread out 
in front a few paces distant. There 
was a word of command, the drums 
rolled, and then the still air was 
alarmed by a rifle blast. Down dropped 
the murdered young men one by one, 
some dead, others struggling from the 
pain of mortal wounds, the remainder 
touched at some part of the bod 
that did not involve more than fles 
wounds. The fusillade continued. The 
wretches who discharged the rifles took 
noaim. They merely fired at random. 
Half their shots struck only the stone- 
work of the fort. At length, after 15 
minutes of this horrible sort of work, 
the 28 voung men were dead. The 
breath only departed from the bodies 
of some when soldiers, more courage- 
ous than the majority of their fellows, 
approached and discharged their pieces 
with the muzzle held against the heads 
of the victims. 

The man who had ordered this awful 
slaughter was Gen. Manegat, who was 
recently reported to have landed at 
New York from the French steamer 
La Champagne. Jacmel revolted 
against Salomon. Manegat came over 
to suppress the outbreak. He arrested 
42 of the best known mulattoes. A 
form of trial followed, and then the 
deadly fusillade for 28 of them. Thus 
do they do things in barbarian Hayti.
